Mr. Chairman. BiOtner. -net sisters. 
There are two particulars reasons why I 
have a tender spot in my heart for the 
Catholic men and women of Louisville. 
The first is that the Catholic fraternal 
insurance society of which I have the 
honor of being the chief executive had 
its inception in Louisville, where a few 
enthusiastic Catholic men and women 
banded themselves together to form a 
Catholic insurance society that would 
give equal protection to men and women 
and that gave to Catholic women the 
right and opportunity of securing pro- 
tection for their dependent ones. This 
society that was orgauued in Louisville 
had its inception in a catastrophe which 
brought tears and sorrow to many Catho- 
lics, and has lived to bring relief and 
sunshine in many a home that would 
indeed be in sorrow, distress and want. 
Starting in Louisville, it gradually 
followed the Ohio river to Cairo and 
down the grand Mississippi to Memphis, 
that great metropolis of the South that I 
have the honor to call home, and where 
we have six branches with a membership 
of over 600; spreading over to Arkansas, 
down through Mississippi, Louisiana. 
Alabama and Florida; going westward 
through Missouri and Kansas to Colorado; 
northward through Michigan, Illinois, 
Minnesota and Indiana; jumping Ohio to 
land in Pennsylvania, and continuing to 
g,- w until we have branches now in fif- 
teen States with a membership of over 
10.000, our last year being the most pros- 
perous since our organization, the in- 
crease in new business being over 60 per- 
cent, above the preceding year and over 
50 per cent, over the average of the four 
preceding years. 

The Board of Directors at our January 
meeting appropriated $150 per month 
for advertising and extending the order. 
The results have been so satisfactory 
that, at the July meeting, they thought 
it wise to continue this course, and we 
look for even better results for the com- 
ing year, snd in Louisville, where you 
have nineteen branches snd a member- 
ship of 1,200, we expect at least an in- 
cresse of 100 per cent. This can be easily 
accomplished if you give me the assist- 
ance I ask in advertiaing. 

The second reason for my kind feel- 
ings toward Louisville is that the only 
other Catholic society to which I belong 
is so strong and prosperous in Kentucky 
and particularly in Louisville. I refer to 
the sterling old Irish Cstholic society, 
the Ancient Order of Hibernisns, a so- 
ciety thst has withstood sttacks from 
without and strife from within iU own 
ranks, always coming out victorious; 
a society that has existed for nearly 500 
years and which is neoring its century 
mark in America. It has now spread all 
over the civilized world. It atsnds first 
among the great societies of the world in 
distribution of benefits, and when I stop 
to think of the number of priests snd 
bishops thst Irelsnd has given to Amer- 
ics snd that it waa this grsnd old Irish 
Catholic organization that made it pos- 
sible. I thank God that I have the honor 
to be a member thereof. An honor that 
I appreciate more than 1 can express is 
thst conferred on me by on.- brothers in 
electing me their State President. 

Mr. Kelly concluded by comparing 
the stability of fraternal insurance so- 
cieties with that of old line companies, 
sod by appealing to the young men snd

MATTERS THAT ARE FULL OF INTEREST 



George J. Butler, representstive for 
Kentucky and the entire South on the 
National Board of Directors of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, has just 
returned from Atlantic City, N. J., where 
he attended the annual nieetiug of the 
board. National President James E. 
Dolan presided during the several ses- 
sions that were held on July 18, 19, 20 
and 21. The proceedings of each session 
were full of interest for Hibernians, but 
as a matter of course only a cursory ac- 
count of what wss done can be given to 
the newspapers. Director Butler stated 
to a representative of the Kentucky Irish 
American that the meeting of the Na- 
tional Board waa one of the most impor- 
tant held in recent years, and that in his 
opinion it will be productive of great 
good for the order. 

In response to queries Mr. Butler said 
that the presence of His Grace, the Most 
Reverend Archbishop Farley, of New 
York, was not only gratifying to mem- 
bers of the order throughout the entire 
country, but bis activity in all matters 
appertaining to the good of the order was 
appreciated by all the members of the 
National Board. Not only did Arch- 
bishop Farley attend alt the sessions, but 
be expressed himself as highly pleased 
with the results of their deliberations, 
and was delighted to learn what he did 
abcut the Ancient Order. His Grace also 
assured the board members and the order 
that their delibirstions had his heartiest 
approval. 

The proposed lecture bureau was dis- 
posed of by ordering the selection of five 
names to be announced later. At the 
proper time »he names of these five per- 
sons can be secured by any divisiou de- 
siring their services. 

It steo developed, Director Butler 
stiitc.l, that National President Dolan 
had received a gold medal from the 
Paris World's Fsir of 1900, giving the A. 
O. H. the first prize as the greatest be- 
nevolent organization in the world. Fac- 
similies of this medal can soon be 
secured from National President Dolan. 
Members of the National BoaXd were 
pleasantly surprised when the National 
Secretary reported that the actual tnem- 
beiship of the order was 177,748. This 
wss good news indeed, since the mem- 
bers are striving to secure a grand total 
of 200,000 before the biennial conven- 
tion, which will meet at Saratoga next 
year. Mr. Butler states thst the reports 
show that the increase is being steady 
and not by fits and starts. He adds that 
Kentucky generally, Louisville in par- 
ticular, is doing its best to promote the 
best interests of the order. 

The report of the National Treasurer 
showed that in the treasuries of the vari- 
ous divisions there wss sn aggregate 
reserve fund of $1,537,538.13. This is 
indeed quite s tidy sum, which sooner or 
later will be expended on the care of the 
widows and orphans of Hibernians. 

National Director Butler states that, in 
view of the fact that Archbishop Farley 
in the East and Archbishop Glennon in 
the West are taking so much interest in 
emigrants generally, the National Board 
deemed it wise to look into the interests 
of Irish emigrants in particular, and to 
that end took proper steps to procure the 
necessary data pertaining to free lands 
in Western States. The result of these 
Investigations will be laid before the na- 
tional convention at Saratoga next year. 

The best method of entertaining mem- 
bers snd friends of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians on St. Pstrick's dsy wss dis- 
eased, but all the directors agreed, said 
National Director Butler, that the pro- 
grammes should contain Irish music thst 
would entertain, Irish history that would 
instruct, and Irish oratory that would in- 
spire. 

The matter of establishing a National 
Home for aged Hibernians wss brought 
up, but its proper discussion wss post- 
poned for the National convention next 
year. 

The National Board entered heartily 
into the movement now being made to- 
ward giving Jack Barry the proper place 
in United States history as the father of 
the American navy. As a consequence 
resolutions were adopted by which the 
National Secretary was ordered to for- 
wsrd copies of the action of the National 
Board aad the necessary data to Pres'- 
dent Roosevelt and to every member of 
Congress, snd to the Congressional Li- 
brary Commission. The documents will 
be presented in Washington to the 
Library Committee next November. 

Before adjourning resolutions were 
adopted expressing commendation and 
expressing thanks to Editor P. J. 
jHaltigan, of the National J Hibernian, 
for his sble conduct of thft paper, the 
official organ jjL^^ssjsjjs^^^L'nder the 

tigan the I him. 



Hibernian has become recognized as one 
of the foremost journals of the country. 

Mr. Butler, while speaking freely of 
what the National Board did, was ex- 
ceptionally modest as to the part he took 
in its proceedings. 



CELTIC STUDIES 



Advised by President Roose- 
velt In art Address to 
Catholic Students. 



The following excerpt from President 
Roosevelt's address at the annual com- 
mencement exercises of Holy Cross Col- 
lege, Worcester, Mass., shows that the 
Chief Executive of our nation is keeping 
in touch with affairs dear to everv Irish 
heart. In his address President Roose- 
velt said : 

"In this country ot ours we are de- 
veloping a new type of nationality, a 
type kin to each of the various old 
world races, from which it in part 
springs snd yet is separate from all. Each 
stock that conies here can furnish some- 
thing of permanent value to the country 
as a whole, and from each stock we have 
the right to expect the furnishing of that 
element. Here in Holy Cross College. I 
want to say one word which ought to be 
spoken to ears willing to bear it. Here 
I want to make an appeal for scholarship 
and in all our universities aloug a cer- 
tain line. During the last three years I 
have happened, by chance, to grow pe- 
culiarly interested in the great subject of 
Celtic literature, and I feel that it is not 
a creditable thing to tne American re- 
public, which has iu its citizenship so 
large a Celtic element, that we should 
leave it to the German scholars and 
students to be our instructors in Celtic 
literature. I want to see in Holy Cross, 
in Hsrvard, in all the other universities 
where we can get the chairs endowed, 
chsirs for the study of Celtic literature."
